2 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claims 1-15 does not involve an inventive step in the sense of 
Article 33(3) PCT. 



Document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document)- 
a system for handling email requests from a terminal ([0069]), the system comprising 
an email proxy ([0068], "control software") and a database ([0068], "data base" 
having "user name" and "password"), the email proxy being arranged to communicate 
with the database ([0068]), wherein the email proxy is arranged to detect a network 
address of the terminal ([0068], "identified telephone number") and retrieve email 
configuration settings from the database using the network address of the terminal 
([0068]), the email proxy further being arranged to communicate with an email server 
using the email configuration settings ([0075], "services are available to the customer 
of the mobile"). 



The only difference of document D1 and claim 1 is the use of the expression email 
proxy. As the control software mentioned in D1 ([0069]) fulfills the same tasks as the 
email proxy of the application, this difference can not be considered to involve an 
inventive step. 

2.2 The subject matter of the further independent claims 7 (email retrieval proxy), 8 
(email sending proxy), 9 (terminal) and 10 (method) corresponds to the subject 
matter of claim 1 , these claims are therefore also not inventive. 

3 Dependent claims 2-6, 1 1 -1 5 do not contain any features which, in combination with 
the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT).
